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ANEW PRAYER DECLARATIONS 

We declare and decree with a constant prayer to God; we will arise quickly and be free from every chain! 
(Acts 12:5-10). 

Generational curses come with an assignment and they are magnifying themselves, in these eschatological 
times; in these end times, it is time to take an introspective look at our family. We must use a good 
warfare technique, education. Family knowledge is key. 

Satan wants us to go to hell. He wants our soul. Our anointing comes from the purification of our life. Our 
anointing not only has to render, but it has to remain. Our greatest weapon against the enemy is a 
sanctified life. Our joy is contagious. 

• o We must pray as if we are re-washing the Church! 

• o We must pray as a watchman from the Word of God and give warning from God (Ezekiel 3:17)! 

• o We must pray as a watchman set on the wall, never holding our peace day or night, making mention 
of the Lord and do not keep quiet (Isaiah 62:6)! 

Our prayers are to guard the sheep, the harvest, the leaders, and the community! It is to hone in on the 
sleeping, the bound, the unaware, and the suppressed areas. 

Prayer is a discipline! - Pray without ceasing (1 Thessalonians 5:17) and - Men ought always pray and 
not lose heart (Luke 18:1b). 

There is a strongman of murder in the world. But it’s defeated through education and declaring and 
decreeing; I shall live and not die and declare the works of the Lord (Psalm 118:17).

And take the helmet of salvation, 
and the sword of the Spirit, which is the word of God; praying always with all prayer and supplication in 
the Spirit, being watchful to this end with all perseverance and supplication for all the saints— and for 
me, that utterance may be given to me, that I may open my mouth boldly to make known the mystery of 
the gospel, for which I am an ambassador in chains; that in it I may speak boldly, as I ought to speak.
